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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Claims 1-15 are allowable over the prior art of record because the Examiner found 
neither prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to combine 
any of the said prior art references which teaches at least the recited structure and in particular 
the structure of DMA controllers and agents on a ring that process requests by determining 
whether valid token exists from a pool of tokens reflecting available DMA controllers. The 
closest cited prior art U.S. Patent No. 6,151,654 to Poisner et al. teaches DMA agents 210 in 
communication with at least one DMA controller but is silent or deficient to the use of the ringed 
structure in combination with a pool of tokens reflecting available DMA controllers.
